These 
have been found in the fanatical movement 
originated so recently and mysteriously in 
Shantung and Chibli by the so-called I Ho 
Chuans or “ Boxers,” whose great aims are 
tersely summarised: under three heads— 
support of the dynasty, death to the 
Christians, and expulsion to the foreign- 
ers. These fanatics, who pretend to be in- 
vulnerable to attack, have thereby aroused a 
wild enthusiasm among the silly populace, 
who implicitly believe their assertions, 
and on joining the society are ready 
to go into action reckless of all dan- 
ger. As we have seen, on the first ap- 
pearance on the scene of the Boxers they 
were treated with most unusual tender- 
ness by the Government. Instead of being 
forcibly suppressed and their leaders de- 
capitated—the usual short way with rebels 
in China—they were exhorted to keep the 
peace and to go home, while some mild 
threats were held out as to the consequences | 
of committing outrages. Next a General is 
degraded for having fired upon them. 
Then, Prince Tuan openly commends them 
for patriotism. Finally, encouraged by 
official example, the troops join and co- 
operate with them. The Manchus at Peking 
are not immune from the Celestial vanity: 
they have a fixed conviction that with sufi. 
cient troops—and they know that men can 
be raised in countless hosts in China—they 
can hold their own against all,the forces 
they think can be brought against them.

- THE CRISIS 1N NORTH CHINA. 


: (Daily Press, 21st July.) : 
Spite of the ingeniously constructed case

were repeatedly warned by the Foreign 
Ministers of the nature of the agitation, 
amd that they took no measures to compel 
the local authorities to repress the. move- 
ment. In the specious account of the ad- 
mission of the foreign guards to Peking and 
the bad feeling alleged to have been created 
by some of these soldiers endeavouring to 
enter the Tung-hua Gate of the Prohibited 
City, it is sought to make it appear that the 
foreigners were themselves responsible for 
the fate which we fear has overtaken 
them, and that the Imperial Government 
were. powerless to stem the tide of disor- 
der ‘and prejudice which had got utterly 
- beyond their control. Even the dastardly 
and unprovoked murder of Baron von Ker- 
reLER, the German Minister, this Decree 
geeks to show, was accidental and due to his 
own obstinacy, for it states :—‘‘ It appeared 
“that the German Minister had the day be- 
“fore notified by letter the Tsungli Yamen 
“that he was going there the next day, but 
_ “that owing to constant disturbances occur-

fatal occasion? It is mere nonsense to pre- 
tend that they had not the power to control 
the mob or to prevent the Imperial troops 
from joining the Boxers and directing 
eannon on to the Legations.

Is that monarch still alive, or 
is he, as reported, dead and is some creature 
of the usurping faction personating him ? 
Ts it true, as has been alleged, that Prince 
Tuan is the virtual ruler of China? These 
are questions the Treaty Powers will want 
to have answered before they treat with any 
‘Chinese Government. The Powers must feel 
that they cannot accept the assurances or 
the guarantees of the Chinese Ambassadors 
accredited to them, who are the mere tools 
of the Peking Authorities. To treat with 
these authorities—if they decide ever to treat 
with them again at all—it is essential that 
the Western States shall penetrate to the Chi- 


- nese capital, and obtain the true answer to 
- all the many painful queries that are now 


being asked. It should not be forgotten, in 
considering what amount of credibility may 


. be given to the Chinese official telegraphic 


. assurances of the safety of the foreigners in 


' Peking, that during the Chino-Japanese 


‘War the very frequent and copious Chinese 
telegrams from the seat of war proved to be 
one tissue of most unblushing lies, and that 
every reported victory proved when the facts 
eame out, to be either a defeat or a disgrace- 
ful rout. If the Powers retain their common- 
sense they willabsolutely refuse to listen to any 
representations from the Chinese at all, un- 
less accompanied by an assurance from some 
one of the Foreign Ministers, and in his own 
handwriting, that the inmates of the Lega- 
tions are alive and safe. In any case, we ima- 
gine, the Powers will with one accord agree 
that never again shall Peking be the seat of 
Government in China. The views on this 
subject expressed by Mr. Fresman Mitrorp 
are very much to the point, and it is satis- 
factory to find so great an authority as The 


- Times referring with favour to his sugges- 


tions. Meantime, as we have said, there is 
a doubt which has to be settled one way or 
the other as to the fate of the Ministers and 


. the Legations, and it is galling to think that 


we shall probably have to await the entrance 
of foreign troops into Peking before we can 
obtain authentic intelligence of what has 
happened there since the 30th June.

alive, and it appears possible that the ap- 
peals attributed to him are more than merely 
put into his mouth. But, though he may 
be alive, he is obvioursly still only a puppet 
in other hands, the hands of those whose 
authority Lr Hune-cuane is upholding. 
The second question, what is the object at 
which Lx aims, has been practically answered 
by the telegrams of the last two days. “The 
trend of his diplomacy since his arrival at 
Shanghai has been to sound the foreign re- 
presentatives as to the best terms procurable 
for his Government if they can restore the 
Ministers alive and throw overboard the 
“Boxers.” With regard to the Ministers, 
though itis unsafe to pronounce any de- 
finite opinion, we may justifiably say 
that there is at least a chance that the 
rulers at Peking have held back their ad- 
herents from the last step. Otherwise Lr 
Hune-cuane could hardly have ventured to 
assure the U.S. Consul-General at Shanghai 
that the Ministers were safe, for to do so if 
he knew or thought they were already mur- 
dered would be to involve himself in the 
crime and the punishment which must fol¥ 
low it; and among his other qualities the 
Viceroy certainly possesses his share of cau: 
tion. It is possible then that the Pe- 
king authorities have come round to the 
view that their best policy is to hold the re- 
fugees at the British Legation as hostages 
and purchase the lightest terms obtainable in 
return for their surrender. This is the card 
which Li Hune-cuane has played against 
the Consuls at Shanghai—that is, against 
such of them as have consented to treat with 
him, and these are the American and, accord- 
ing to the China Mail’s correspondent, the 
French, Russian, and Japanese representa- 
tives. This is the policy which many clear- 
sighted observers suspected when Li Hune- 
cHANG’s departure north become a certainty. 
Naturally the Consuls demand a definite proof 
of the continued existence of their impri- 
soned nationals before they can consider 
any terms at all. But, supposing that such 
proof is furnished, it is impossible to see on 
what basis any terms can be settled. Sir 
Craupe MacDonaup’s letter of the 4th 
instant to Consul Cartes at Tientsin an- 
nounced the death of forty-four persons up 
to that date at the Legation, which makes it 
probable that all the nations whose subjects 
are among the beleaguered have deaths to 
avenge, and, though the United States and, 
to a certain extent, Japan have given signs 
of placability, there are other nations whg 
will be. harder to appease. The party of 
Prince Tuan have gone too far to shelter 
themselves effectively behind the plea that 
the “ Boxers” caused all the deaths and to 
save their own lives by requesting aid to 
stamp out the insurrection, thereby making 
other nations bear the brunt of the expense. 


In a way, it is a matter for congratulation, 


that this solution of difficulty is not open to 
the Powers, because in the conflict of aims 
and interests no one can feel sure that Ori- 
ental diplomacy would not once more suc- 
ceed in avoiding the payment of the greater 
part of the bill incurred. But, on the other 
hand, if a ready solution cannot be found 
and the Powers see nothing feasible except 
the advance of a force on Peking, they aré 
confronted with Lr Hune-cuane’s reported 
threat—it can be called nothing less—that 
a massacre of the surviving foreigners will 
follow. A fortnight, however, from the 
20th instant must elapse before the relief 
force can be ready to start, and in this in- 
terval there may be a faint chance of bring- 
ing the usurpers of the Imperial Govern- 
‘ment to their senses. Unfortunately the 
unrest in the Yan Valley appears to

Apart from the question of the hour, which - 


is the relief of Peking and the quelling of the 
insurrection in the North, there” remains 
the deeper and more lasting one for Eng- 
land of what is to follow the restoration of 


order —a question pregnant with issues ; 


vital to the prosperity of British interests 
and British trade. We have not the slight- 
est doubt but that, if it were possible, our 


Foreign Office would revert to that policy 


of drift which has characterized. their atti- 
tu@e un the China question in the past. 
Happily or unhappily, as the event may- 
prove, and as the public opinion of England 
may be guided, this is an attitude which 
they are not likaly to be allowed to assume. 
It will be well for this generation and for 
the generations to come that the gravity of 
the crisis which they are called upon to face 
be brought forcibly before the Government, 
and with the Transvaal question well on the 
way to solution it is not unlikely that it will 
be so pressed on their notice that - inaction 
on their part will become an impossibility. 


‘But it is at the same time absolutely essen- 


tial that the great mass of the public at 
home should have itclearly placed before them 
that this is the turning point in the history 
of China, and-that as they may sow now so 
they will reap in the future. After restora- 
tion of order, the first. problem the Powers 
will have to face is the question of Empire or 
no Empire—division or maintainance of the 
status quo. There will doubtless be a party 


who will advocate the policy of division, but 


England and America, if not other Powers, 
will without doubt adhere to their original 
and declared intention of maintaining the 
integrity of the Empire, and with their 
weight thrown-in the balance it is pretty 
safe to say that this policy will carry the 
day. The next is the question of who is to 
fill the throne? Shall it be Kwane Hau, if 
he still lives, or shall the officials who have 
remained loyal throughout be called upon 
to decide who is to preside over the destiny 
of the millions committed to their charge ? 
These decided, financial reorganization of 
the Empire will be a matter calling for 
prompt but careful treatment, and with it 
the revision of the tariff on foreign imports 
and on exports.* In this connection it is to 
be noted that it was obviously the intention 
of the Chinese Government, previous to the 
outbreak of hostilities; to deal with this 
question from the old standpoint that for- 
eign nations were concerned only with the 
question of taxation on imports and exports

So much for the future, but in looking 
forward it by no means behoves us to for- 
get the immediate present. There are large 
sums of money due by China for loans con- 
tracted. There is also a pretty fair account 
to settle for the expenses in connection with 
this trouble in the North, and it is not to be 
supposed that in either case the subscribers 
to the loans, or those nations who have al- 
ready experienced losses in the lives of their 
subjects which no money can repay, will be 
content to be pecuniary losers.

The last meeting of the Sanitary Board was

properties. This is by no means the first 
oceasion on which this important matter has 
been brought to the notice of the Govern- 
ment; for, as Dr. CuarK pertinently re- 
marked, the Board had time and again 
stated at length what further powers it 
needed. The Insanitary Properties Ordin- 
ance of 1899, although effectmg many im- 
provements on previous legislative efforts, 
is very far from being perfect. Thus, even 
with ‘backyards, it has been found architec- 
turally possible to run up buildings in ap- 
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overcrowding has upon vital statistics. In 
Norway where the population is thin, and 
where hygiene isin honour, the average length 
of human life is fifty-eight; in France, it.

The accommodation 
afforded bythe Norddeutscher Lloyd steaim- 
ers both in the first and second class saloons 
is of the very, best, while the service, courtesy, 
and attention are all that can be desired. 
The Norddeutscher Lloyd has made a specia- 
lity of the.passenger trade to China and 
with a fortnightly service runs from 
Europe to Japan without a break on the 
journey. A decade ago the passenger trade 
to and from Europe was almost a monopoly 
of the P.& O. 8. N. Co. It has now taken 
the second place in this respect, more pas- 
sengers preferring to travel with the Nord- 
deutscher Lloyd, where they obtain every 
comfort in steamers fitted with the latest 
scientific improvements. To assert itself in 
the premier position for the passenger trade 
the P.. & O. 5S. N. Co. will find it necessary 
to run a through service to China and Japan 
with fast steamers, fitted as the Norddeut- 
scher Lloyd steamers are with the latest 
scientific improvements. Sir Tuomas Suru- 
ERLAND complains in his speech of not. being 
able to obtain homeward cargoes from China 
ports to the extent that the P. & O. steamers 
require. Such a remark may be appropriate 
when applied to mail steamers, which must 
run at stated times with the mails. But

should then have made the most of their 
opportunity, and doubtless much of the ex-

The conditions of trade in'China are not 
now for the British shipper what they used 
to be. Fifteen years ago he was almost 
without a rival and well might claim a mo- 
nopoly. Times have changéd. The Ger- 
man, the American and the Japanese are 
now in the field and all are now taking an 
active share in the commerce to be obtained 
in China. New lines of steamers and new 
routes have been opened. Faster steamers 
and better passenger-accommodation now 
prevail. As a rule passengers are not 
‘very patriotic where their own personal 
comfort is concerned and the Company 
‘which caters most for their pleasure and 
‘well-being is bound to obtain the trade. 
The P. and O. 8. N. Co. has had a great 
past and we hope a greater future is still 
before it. The trade of China is well worth 
every effort. The P. and 0.8. N. Co. has

| they would rather have them reduced. Their 
case has been carefully considered, and the 
Government has come to the conclusion that 
they really have no case for a reduction. 
The AcTING COLONIAL SECRETARY second- 
ed and the motion was carried.

Mr. Francis for the Company argued that

_-THE BOARD AND INSANITARY PROPERTY, 

Minutes.by the Hon. the Colonial Secrotary 
and the Medical Officer of Health relative to the 
powers of the Board in dealing with insanitary 
property were submitted. 

Dr. CLarK said the Government asked the 
Board to say what additional powers they re- 
quired. They had over and over again stated 
what additional powers they required, but seeing 
that the request had been made to them again, he 
begged to move:—‘ That the Board recommend 
the Government to introduce a Publie Health 
Amendment Ordinance on the lines of the 
Imperial Housing of tho Working Classes Act 
of 1890, to. empower them to deal effectually 
with insanitary properties. Such Ordinance 
should also contain a clause amending 
section 12 of Ordinance 15 of 1894, which 
deals with the height of buildings in relation 
to the width of the streets on which they 
front,.by prohibiting the erection of any houses 
in future of a greater height than one and a 
half times the width of the street on which they 
front.” With regard to the necessity for 
some such Ordinance as the Working Classes 
Act., his minute which was circulated among 
the members showed that they had practically 
no power to compel the demolition of insanitary 
property. They could serve a notice and 
take proceedings before a Magistrate, but 
if the property changed hands the whole 
thing had to be gone through over 
again. In England, if a notice was served 
by the Sanitary Authority and the premises 
were not put into a habitable condition after a 
certain lapse of time the Sanitary Authority 
could order the demolition of the promises. 
The Director of Public Works had asked who 
was going to bear the expense? In the case of 
certain property which was not fit to be inha- 
bited the cost was shared between the Sanitary 
Authority and the owner. -In the case of the 
removal of buildings erected over archways and 
which blocked the light and ventilation of other 
buildings, the owners of the property benefit- 
ing had to bear the greater part of the cost of 
their demolition. With regard to that part 
of ‘thé resolution dealing with the height of 
buildings, that was a matter which should 
be constantly pressed upon the Government. 
He found that in this colony it was possible 
{o even with the new law as to backyards to 
place upon an acre of building land over 1,500 
people. This was not a mere fancy idea, be- 
cause it had really been proposed in a certain 
area of the city to house some 1,500 people to the 
acre of ground. He did not think that that 
was a-condition of things which could exist else- 
where in the. civilised world. Dr. Clark pro- 

’ eseded to point .out the difference between 
Hongkong and other places in this respect, say- 
ing that while in this city there were areas with 
over 800 people to the acre, and that the entire 
City (inchaling the public gardens and all other 
open spaces up to the leval of Robinson Road and 
Bowen Road) had a population of 122 persons 
to.the acre, yet taking 36 of the largest towns 
in Great Britaju, there were only three of them 
with more than 60. persons to the acre, those 
places being West Ham, London, and Glasgow, 
and. that these three had less than 62 persons to 
the acre.

The Goverment had sold land without restric- 
tions and if the Government stepped in and 
interfered with buildings already erected, saying 
that buildings three or four storeys high would 
not be allowed to remain, compensation would 
have to be provided. The only experiment made 
by the Government in this direction was in the 
Taipingshan distrint, where they pulled down 
some wretched Chinese houses and had to pay 
something -like 800 thousand dollars as com- 
pensation for clearing a small area of a few 
acres.

On a portion of Crown Land abut- 
ting on Kennedy Street, Yaumati, and lying to 
the North of Kowloon Inland Lot 1085—a la- 
trine of 40 seats.” 


FIGHTING INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 

Dr. CLARK proposed the following resolution 
of which he had given notice: —That, with a 
view to snabline the Sanitary Board to deal 
more effectively with outbreaks of infectious 
disease, the Board beg to recommend thé Gov- 
ernment, (1.). To assist the College of Medicine 
for Chinese by; endowment or otherwise, with 
a view to the institution of a subordinate mie- 
dical and sanitary staff composed of the 
diplomates of |such College, and (2.)

five years nothing had yet been done in this 
direction. Dr. Clark quoted from his annual 
reports for 1895, 1896, 1897, 1898 and 1899, in, 
which he had made strong recommendations on 
this subject. In his report for 1895 he wrote:— 
“One of the most deplorable features -of this 
en death-rate among the Chinese is its par- 
tial dependence upon their orass ignorance in 
regard to the remedial treatment‘of disease; for 
not only are they unaware of the use of such 8 
drug, say as quinine in malarial fever, or of tho 
simplest surgical operation for the relief of — 
disease and pain, but such remedies-as they:do 
adopt are often of a most prejudical and. dan- 
gerous character. So strongly has this aspect 
of our death-rate impressed me, that I would 
urge the Board to represent to His Excellency 
the Governor the desirability of taking at an 
early date some active steps in the-matter of the 
education of the Chinese in western medicine, 
such as the endowment of a College of Medicine 
for the education of the Chinese inhabitants of 
this colony.” In his report for.1896 he wrote:—= 
“The carefu investigation of the actual cause 
of death in all these cages in which such 
has not been certified by a registered 
medical practitioner, could well be conduct- 
ed by a well-trained licentiate of the. Hong-. 
kong College of Medicine attached to. the 
Sanitary Staff, and I would strongly recommend 
that some such course shouldbe adopted with: a 
view to rendering our. mortality statistics leas - 
misleading than they are at present.” In his. 
report for 1897 he repeated this. recom- 
mendation, and added:—“ He would, moreover, 
prove a useful ally in detecting the commence- 
mentof any outbreaks of infectious disease among’ - 
the Chinese.” In his report for 1898 he again ~

a Thursday, 5th July. 
Our people opened proceedings this morning 
with very heavy gun fire directed on the Chi- 
nese mountings. Up to the time of my leaving 
the Settlement at 11 a.m. no shells fell in the 
British Concession, though the French as usual 


-advertise the departure of the Lanchow (lighter) 
and the Fawan (tug) at an indefinite hour during 
the morning; so 220 civilians, mostly ladies and 
children, left the port under a guard of Tient- 
sin Volunteers, British and German with some 
German bluejackets. What with the rifles of 
patres familias, we number one hundred guns, 
The voyage was uneventful but safe, comfort 
and organisation at a minimum, but people did 
not mind that. The war is full of most ghastly 
objects and still more ghastly accompaniments. 
Enough to say that Chinas scavengers, the 
dogs and pigs, were seen at their worst. 

I notice with pleasure that there had been 

very little or no devastation on the right bank, 

_and that on the left there were more villages 
uninjured than injured. We have heard that 
not one village was standing or a human being 
to'be seen. The actual state of affairs is ap- 
palling enough, but it does not approximate to 
this. There was also abundance of vegetable 
food, especially of Indian-corn. We saw Jap- 
anese infantry (1,000) marching, and a goodly 

body of cavalry, 200 or 250 sabres. Railhead 
was distant from Tientsin still some 8 or 9 
miles, but now that the river is open this is a 
less urgent matter than it was. The Algerine’s 
two 4-inch quick-firers were passed on the way 
up. ; 
rOn arriving at Tangku, there was a very 
striking contrast in the various national arrange- 
ments. A Japanese launch was instantly along- 
side and transhipped 20 or 30 Japanese to their 
destroyer. The Germans followed, taking every 

German subject to the Jaguar. The large 
crowd of British (possibly 160) had to crowd 
aboard the Shengking, and trust to the slender 
stores of the steward for food and drink, and 
(mostly) to the deck for bed room. Still we 
were all so grateful to have women and bairns 
out of the cursed shell fire that we were grate- 
ful for such arrangements as Captain Warrener 
was able to make.

THE TROUBLE AT HOFHOW | 

Our correspondent in Hoihow arrived at Hong- 
kong on the 25th inst. and britigs the news that 
trouble is brewing in Hainan. The Hainan peo- 
ple have the reputation of being quiet and rather 
timid, but lately during the troubles up North 
Europeans have been looking for the possibility 
of disturbances in that port. Nothing, how: 
ever, has been noticed among the natives in 
Hoihow, where the Europeans live. Abéut the 
3rd or 4th moon the Chinese began preparing 
for the decennial festivities. The merchants 
subscribed liberally towards the fund and 
applied to the Europeans - also to sub- 
scribe. It is said that the Consuls and Eu- 
ropean merchants subscribed as desired. Since 
the trouble up North started, there has been 
an idea among the Europeans that this 
festival would interfere with the general calm 
of the town. The preparations, however, have 
been going on and are still going on up to this 
day. But nobody expected any disturbance so 
as long [Li Hung-chang remained’ in Canton 
Since the news‘of his departure everyone has 
felt uneasy. On Monday, the 23rd‘ inst., about 
noon, one of the Chinese [tterat?, who is a friend 
of the Europeans, sent news from Kiung- 
chow, the capital, that he had seen a despatch 
from Peking to the Taotai, ordering him to 
supply rifles and ammunition to the members 
of the Triad Society, and that the regular troops 
should join the Triads in driving ont all 
foreigners. The Triads number between 7,000 | 
and 8,000 to the north-east of thesisland, about 
20 miles distant from Moihow, and in Hoihow 
proper there are about 400 of the Society. Hav- 
ing heard this news, the British Consul called 
upon the German Consul and they went over to 
the French representative to confer on the 
question of protection of Europeans. They sent 
to the Taotai asking whether he could protect 
the Kuropeans in case of trouble. The reply 
way that he could not give any protection at 
all; and it was also understood that he would 
not do so. In the circumstances the Consuls 
strongly advised all their nationals to cloar out- 
as soon as possible. On.the afternoon of Mon- 
day everyone who could pack-up in time manag- 
ed to get on hoard the steamer Hothow, which 
was leaving for Hongkong on Tuesday morn- 
ing. Those who came up were -—Rev. A. EB.

THE PROTECTION OF FOREIGNERS. 

By the courtesy of H.H. the Governor we are 
enabled to publish the following translation of 
a letter from the Acting Viceroy of Canton to 
Consul B. C. G. Scott, enclosing a copy of a 
proclamation which embodies on Imperial 
Decree of the 17th July :— 

HIS EXCELLENCY THE ACTING VICEROY 
TO MR. CONSUL scoTT. 

Sir,—I have the honour to inform you that 
on 20th July’I reciived an Imperial Decree, 
dated 17th July, ordering thet protection should 
be afforded ta foreigners, and missionaries of 
all nationalitiés. This I have embodied in a 
proclamation -and I am issuing instructions 
to all the civil and military authorities to zealous- 
y protect the lives of foreign merchants, mis- 
sionaries, and converts-and all their valuables 
and property, whether at the open ports, or in 
the cities, villages or market towns; no laxity 
is to be allowed. ; :

THE HEALTH OF HONGKONG. 


The suspicion that Bombay owes the intro- 
duction of plague within its limits to communi- 
cation with Hongkong, says the Tvines of India, 
gives usa certain interest in the sanitary for- 
tunes of that town. Its plague history has a 
special claim upon our attention. If analecy 
counts fur much ¢ Hidh ja this that 


Piero fa 
encourages the hope of au curly disap penrauce 
of pligue from Bombay. Hongkong was first 
visited with the epidemic in 1894—two years 
before it was detected in Bombay, and in 1899 
plague was still prevalent on the island, the 
sixth visitation lasting from March until 

. September. It never reached the proportions 
of the earlier outbreaks. In March there were 
25 cases, in April 101, in May 421, in June 514. 
Thén, when the maximum mean monthly tem- 
perature was reached, the epidemic gradually 
decredsed. There were 263 cases in July, 86 in 
August, and 57 in September. Here again 
we have an illustration of the baffling 
caprice of plague incidence in relation to tem- 
perature. In Mesopotania, the plague disap- 
pears with the cold weather ; in Karachi it has 
been at its worst in, the hot season ; in Bombay, 
as in Hongkong fthe approach of high tem- 
perature has a signal for decline. In 
Hongkong as inf/Bombay the plague has shown 
a tendency to cing persistently to chosen seats 
of infection. spite of all measures of disin- 
fection eleven per cent. of the cases occurred in 
houses infected in the previous visitation. The 
rat, we learn from Hongkong experience, seems 
determined to puzzle enquiries into the part 
that he plays in plague. How is it. if the rat is 
the most potent disseminator of plague, that the 
West Point, the district of Hongkong where 
plague was most severe last year, was never s0 
free of ratsas just before the outbreak? Plague 
notwithstanding, and despite the insanitary con- 
dition of the Chinese quaters, Hongkong is able 
to show, statistically at all events. a sanitary 
condition which we may well envy. With a 
population of over a quarter-of a million there 
was last year a death-rate of only 23°8 per mille; 
this included plague mortality; had this been 
excluded, the rate would have been about 18 per 
mille. This seems excellent, but. in reality 
Hongkong is not quite the city of health that 
the bare death statistics. reveal. The fact that 
the birth-rate was only alittle more than four 
per mille shows that the population is 
less dependent upon that source than 
average towns for its increase, and that 

_ the factor of infant mortality therefore has 
a subordinate place in its vital statistics. Hong- 
kong, in fact, maintains its population chiefly 
by immigration instead of by birth, and keeps 

_ sumbers down by emigrations instead of by 
deaths. The fact that last year there were 
110,000 Chinese immigrants, and 60,000 emi- 
grants, explains the relative insignificance of 
births and deaths amongst the vital data of the 
town. The young and the old are alike largely 
eliminated from the tables in this way; and once 
again we are warned that things are not what 
they -seem, and that it is well sometimes not to 
to let even figures speak entirely for themselves.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


THE LIGHT-DRAUGHT GUNBOAT 
cs * ARGUS.” 


The French river gunboat Argus, . the 
erection of which has just been completed at 
Kowloon Docks, made her preliminary steam 
trial on the 14th inst. This vessel was built 
to the order of the French Government by 
Messrs. John I. Thornycroft & Co., London, 
and was shipped in sections with her machinery 
and outfit for re-erection in Hongkong. 

The last of the cases were delivered on the 
ord instant, and cupstcture together the 


| bull, mounting supgrstructure and battery, 


fitting the machinery‘and auxiliaries, the work 
was completed and the vessel ready for steam 
on the evening of the 13th—ten working days. 

The Argus is a sister ship to the Woodcock 
and Woodlark recently erected at Shanghai for 
service on the Yangtsze. The principal dimen- 
sions are length 145 feet, beam 23 foot, 
depth 6 feet, and draft of water with 30 tons 
on board about 2 feet 2 inches. , She is propel- 
led by twin screw engines of 540 iadicated horse 
power driving four turbine propellers. 

The official trial was made on the’ 17t inst., 
when a mean speed of 13 knots was maintained 
during six consecutive runs‘on the moasured 
nile, after which the vessel was taken in charge 
by Capt. Henry Florius, Lieut. de Vaisseau, of 
of the French Navy. Capt. Floriug commands 
a crow of 30 Iuropeans. On arrival of the 
guns from France the Argus will take her post 
as patrol on the West River. A second vessel 
of the same type as the Viuilante has arrived and 
the sections are now being discharged from the 
Sado Maru.—Contributed.

As soon as he had arranged 
all matters he would return to the South to take 
up his post; meantime he sincerely wished 
that in his absence the merchants and people 
here would do their duties as good subjects, and 
pursue their respective callings peacefully. On 
departing they bade him bon voyage. 

Between 10 and 11 a.m. His Excellency and 
suite arrived at the Government wharf, where 
a number of mandarins, civil and military, and 
the soldiers of all the regiments standing in 
line, were tliere to receive him. He went into the 
Yat Kan pavilion where he was extertained with 
tea and cakes, and after the exchange of a few 
complimentary words he rose and bade them 
goodbye, and was carried on board the Auping ; 
his confidential attendants Lao Hok-shun and 
Wong Chiin-shien also went with him to the 
North. 

Canton is quiet, and business is going on the 
game as usual, there being no sign of any trouble. 
The Chinese authorities have repeatedly promis- 
edand guaranteed the safety of the foreign 
residents of Shameen and they also say that the 
soldiery is reliable. ; 

THE IMPORT OF ARMS. - 

By order of the late Viceroy Li Hung-chang 
‘a large quantity of arms-and ammunitions were 
shipped by the gunboat Awonykang the other 
day from Hongkong to Canton, and stored in 
the ammunition department. -. : 

_ Being short of arms and ammunitions for 
frontier defence the governor Ting, of Yunnan 
province, wired to the Viceroy here for a supply 
of arms; so His Excellency sent by the Magis- 
trate Yeong 400 Lee Metford quick-firing rifles, 
and 200,000 cartridges, 1,400 Mauser rifles and 
240,000 cartridges.

Some of them will rather 
pay money to their husbands to buy concu- 
bines. and others who are poor and cannot 
afford to do so prepare to die together, 
by poison, by throwing themselves into 
the river. by cutting their throats, or by 
hanging themselves, so as to be free from the 
thraldom of their lords. About the middle 
of this month in the village of Shun 
Tak a cortain Mr. Wong felt restless and 
could not sleep at night, as if some evil omen 
had taken possession of his mind, so he got up 
and, in the small hours of the morning, there 
being bright moonlight, went out for a stroll 
to give vent to his pent-up feeling. On reach- 
ing the bank of the river he saw to his surprise 
a group of six girls crying and holding each 
others’ hands. ‘The girls on seeing him embrac- 
ed and threw themselves into the river, He 
ran and tried to catch them, but it was too late. 
He raised a hue and cry and yelled out “Save 
life.” The neighbours were startled from 
slumber, and running out from their houses 
used every possible means to rescue these six 
foolish and infatuated creatures from their 
watery grave, and carried them home ina half- 
dead state.
